Johann Huss. 


An imposing monument has been 
erected in Prague in honor of Johann 
Huss. “forerunner of the Protestant | 
reformation,” who died 510 years ago | 
at the stake. Next to Luther, Huss 
was probably the most striking char- 
acter that the*reformation movement 
has produced. He was considered a 
great theologian and preacher, even 
before his defection from Rome. Huss 
may be said to have been a follower 
of John Wycliff in England. He op- 
posed the life of luxury of certain 
clergyme n of his day, favored the Bi- 
ble in the vernacular of the people 
and held the opinion that Jesus Christ 
and not the pope was the head of 
the church. He was exiled but con- 
tinued his activities by preaching and 
writing. In 1415 he was called to 
defend his actions before the council 
of Constance. The enyperor had given 
him a safe-conduct but the imperial 
promise was broken and Russ was 
arrested and later put to death at 
the stake. Huss refused to recant and 
on the pile made a mysterious dec- 
_ laration, “I am not a dove, vut after 
'me cometh one who will be a swan.” 
This 1s thought toa bave had reference 
to Luther and visitors to the Lutheran 
cathedral in Berlin will recall in th.s 
connection a painting of Luther in his 
study with a white swan by his side.

HEALTH TALKs | 


BY WILLIAM BRADY, M. D. 


THE SPASM: C TENDENCY. 

Young childi>n are likely to have 
convilsions from causes which in 
adults produce only a ¢' ill, say with 
the onset of a sharp fever as in pueu- 
monia or scarlet fever. Why the mani- 
festation is a spasm in a child and 
only a shivering or chattcring of the 
teeth in an older individual is not so 
easy to explain as we formerly 
thought; it is‘ true the child has a 
relatively greater am@unt of nervous 
tissues, if-that signifies anything. 

But recently medical science has 
recognized a peculiar state, r inly ob- 
served in children, of spasmophilia, 
which meang literally fondness for or 
love of spasms, ‘an abnormal tendency 
toward spasmodic reaction’. Th’ pe- 
culiar state includes not only ordinary 
spasms or convulsions, such as occur 
instead of chills in association with 


various illnesses in children, but such | 


definite affections as tetamy (no‘ teta- 


nus or “lockjaw’), spasmodic croup, 
breath-holding spells, laryngismus 
stridulus or spasm of the larynx, and 
perhaps some cases of enuresis (bed- 
wettingein childrem past the age of 3 
years). Spasmophilia bas no bearing 
upon such diseases as_ epilepsy, 
chorea (St. Vitus’ dance) tics (habit 
spasms) op wry neck. 

In tetany the child's hands and feet 
are held in a contracted or cramped 
position all the, time, and various 
other muscles may be spasmodically 
contracted, especially - bout the lar- 
nyx producing attacks of “crowing”’ 
resembling common croup. Tetany is 
seldom seen in a child less than 5 or 
4 months of age, and as a rule the 
condition oceurs in children from 83 
months to 18 months old. It is com- 
monly associated with signs of rick- 
ets. Children with tetany often have 
general convulsions from various in- 
cidental causes such as overfeedig or 
improper food, the onset of pneumonia, 
scarlet fever or other feverish illness, 
uremia, but never, I think, from 
“worms.” 

Breath-holding spells not obviously 
due to anger and excessive crying _ 
usually a manifestation of tetany, 
though such spells continue in pana 
children far beyond the age limit for 


| tetany. 


A deficiency of calcium (lime) 
the blood is one sign noted in spasmo- 
philia. Whether this is due to an in- 
adequate supply of calcium in food, 
water or medicine, or to an excessive 
elimination of ealcium from the body, 
or to some inherent fault in the metab- 
olism or utilization of ealeium in the 
body, is a question which is not as 
yet settled. Observers generally be- 
lieve that there is some functional 
fault in the ductless glands, particu- 
larly the parathyroid glands, which 
seem to control calcium metabo!:sm. 
Recent studies seem to show that this 
ductless gland fault may de~end upon 
a lack of certain vitamins in the 
child’s diet, and specifically a lack of 
vitamins which are richly present in 
plain cod liver, the yelk of fresh eggs, 
and pure fresh raw milk, but in great- 
est concentration in the cod liver oil. 

Two lines of treatment are com- 
monly employed in dealing with spas- 
mophilia in its Various expressions. 
the child is given abont 10 
grains of calcium chlorid, dissolved in 
water and fed with the food. cvery 
four hours. for several weeks, but the 
dose mav be decreased to five or 10 
grains a day after the first week. Sec- 
ond, the ehild is given plain cod liver 
oil, from a few drops at first to a 
teaspoonful after a month, two 
three times a day. 

Besides these measures, the spas- 
mophihie child ought.to have every op- 
portunity for play in the sunshine, 
with the body nearly or quite raked, 
but of course care to prevent sunburn.

Sixth—Tax legislation. 

Until recently it appeared the ad- 
ministration would have little diffi- 
culty in getting its tax program 
through congress. Now it is indicat- 
ed that democrats will join in a party 
measure of their own, as they did 
last year, when, with the aid of in- 
surgent republicans, they practically 
dietated the form of legislation. 
While the democrats and insurgents, 
if they should join again, would not 
be as powerful as last year, they might 
cause a hitch in administration plans. 


Expects World Court. 


President Coolidge feels confident 
now that the senate will provide for 
entry of the United States into the 
world court. Sentiment has changed 
some in recent weeks. However, Bo- 
rah, chairman of the foreign relations 
committee, is still opposed to the ad- 
ministration protocol, as are others 
of the old “irreconcilable” group, and 
some republicans outside, such as 
Pepper, of Pennsylvania. 

A real test in the foreign field will 
come with the arrival here the last 
of this month of the French debt com- 
mission. This is by far the most tick- 
lish foreign debt situation that the 
American debt-funding commission 
has faved, and the settlement—if one 
is reached—will be subject to close 
review by congress. The Italian debt 
negotiators are expected to arrive 
here soon after the conference with 
the French.

Gettysburg, Pa., September 9.—() 
Speaking today at ceremonies mark- 
ing the dedication of New York state’s 
$30,000 monument of the battlefield 
here, Senator James W. Wadsworth, 
Jr., of New York, chairman of the 
senate committee on military affairs, 
pointed out alleged “deficiencies” in 
the United States army, occasioned, 
he said, by the “severe economy” pro- 
gram of congress and the bureau of 
the budget. 

“Forty thousand men of the regular 
army are living in rickety, wooden, 
wartime cantonments, with leaky roofs 
and sagging floors, because we have 
made no appropriation for permanent 
barracks,” said Senator Wadsworth. 
He added that there were not enough 
gas masks on hand to equip the regu- 
lar army, and none for the national 
guards or organized reserves.” 

The officers at Panama and Hono- 
lulu. he asserted, could point out the 
nexi of weapons and facilities “vi- 
tally necessary” tor the defense of 
the Panama canal and the naval base 
at Honolulu. 

After asserting that “‘we are fear- 
fully short of airplanes,” Senator 
Wadsworth said “the army cannot live 
on its fat much longer.” 
and the bureau of the budget, he add- 
ed, had been “terribly severe” in their 
treatment of the army. 

“If this severity is increased,” he 
said, “in the form of further reduc- 
tions in personnel or the continued 
denial of supplies and facilities, the 
whole machine, creaking and groaning 
as it is today, will break down.”

Poland and Czecho-Slovakia. how- 
ever, fear that they may be left in 
the lurch if the main German security 
pact is negotiated without constant 
account being taken of arbitral ar- 
rangements to be concluded later be- 
tween them and Germany.
